County’s 40,200 acre-s of wheat has 
just begun. Oily one other coun­ 
ty in Ohio is producing more wheat 
t h i s year than Pickaway. This 
county is Seneca with 41,400 ac­ 
res of wheat. 
The wheat harvest 
in 
Picka­ 
way County will 
return to the 
rural farm er at least IO per cent 
of the total sale of all agriculture 
products, or $1,60.000 plus that 
w h e a t which 
is 
fed 
to and 
marketed 
t h r o u g h 
livestock 
which amounts to several thou* 
and dollars. 
This spring has been a desirable 
season for fungus and 
bacterial 
diseases that a t t a c k wheat, but 
the crop seems to have withstood 
the a 11 a c k 
in 
relatively good 
shape. 
The 
county 
wheat 
crop 
s h o u l d average 26 bushels per 
acre. This eill result in a total har­ 
vest of 1,045,200 bushels of wheat. 
The p r e s e n t market price of 
wheat is SI 66 per bushel. 
Ask the man on Main St. and he 
likely will 
say 
the 
government 
sets the price of wheat. This idea 
is c o m m o n 
on 
many 
streets 
throughout Ohio. In view of this 
prevailing opinion, 
it 
is 
rather 
startling to find that wheat prcies 
in December, 1951, 
were 48 per 
cent higher than t h o s e in De­ 
cember, 1958.

PRICE supports

were higher, but only 12 per cent 
higher. One s h o u l d not get the 
idea that price supports have no 
effect, for they certainly do. 
This raises the question, “Why 
do f a r m e r s sell wheat for a 
price that yields a smaller income 
than the net inco ©obtainable by 
putting the w h e a t under price 
support? The answer to 
this 
is 
simple. 
Farm ers grow a large amount of 
w h e a t that is not in compliance 
with a c r e a g e allotments and, 
therefore, are not eligible for price 
supports. In 1956, a 
total 
of 
40 
per cent of the Ohio wheat acreage 
was not in compliance with acre­ 
age allotments. 
Alto in that year, 34 per cent 
of the 
national 
wheat acreage

This means that farmers not in 
compliance sell at a price which 
is determined by the free supply 
and demand. 
Ohio’s wheat prices, then, are 
set as thye always have been, baa­ 
ed on s u p p l y and demand. Since 
the market has been operated in 
4;e presence of price supports, the 
free s u p p l y is reduced; and to 
this extent, prices are higher than 
they w o u I d be in a given year in 
the absence of supports. 
The method of setting prices of 
wheat is a highly complicated one. 
Basically, however, there are sev­ 
eral persons or firms who want by 
buy Ohio w h e a t to make cookies, 
cakes, 
donuts, 
breakfast 
foods, 
snacks and flour paste.

THERE IS not a surplus of thii 
type wheat. At the other end, there 
are the many wheat producers who 
want to sell wheat. Naturally, the 
buyers want to buy at as low a 
p r i c e as possible and the sellers 
want to sell at as high a price as 
possible. The b u y e r s are free 
to buy their w h e a t in any part 
of Ohio or any state. 
They will purchase it wherever 
they can in order ot get th ekind 


and quantity they require at the 
lowest cost, including transporta­ 
tion charge* 
Farm ers are free to 
withhold their w h e a t as long as 
they wish. 
If they feel that the price is too 
low, many of them will store it. As 
soon as the p r i c e becomes ac­ 
ceptable to the buyer and seller, 
the sale will take place. 
Between the proceswr and the 
person*) or firm* who perform 
marketing the wheat by col left 
ing the supply, storing, trans­ 
porting and keeping it in condition 
until U is wanted by the process 
or. For these services they col­ 
lect a margin or com rn in* kin. 
They may vary the margin, Mat 
is tha a m o u n t they receive for 
the services they perform ; but they 
do not greatly influence the basic 
determination of prices. 
Country 
and terminal elevators 
usually 
take ownership 
of 
the 
w h e a t 
they handle. 
Thus, they buy and *ell, but the 
amount of their mark - up >s es­ 
sentially 
limited 
by 
competing 
buyers and sellers, This is espec­ 
ially true in Ohio. Boards of Trade 
also provide the service of inter­ 
preting price factors into future 
prices. These prices do not set the 
price, however, 
for

d ais of w h e a t like Ohio’s soft­ 
ened winter class nor at any loca­ 
tion unless it be at Chicago. 
» » » 
ESSENTIALLY, 
the 
producers, 
with their supply and processors or 
consumers, with t h e i r demands, 
are the chief determiners of pric­ 
es. This is true even u n d e r price 
supports, as explained above. 
An individual producer as a tell­ 
er probably has no 
influence 
on 
prices. T h e r e 
are 
many illus­ 
tration®, however, of price increas­ 
es w i t h i n a limited range when 
a l a r g e number of farm ers with­ 
hold a staple crop like wheat in the 
belief that prices ar ©too low. 
This, of course, d o e s not mean 
that farmers or any other group 
can exercise a monopoly on a com­ 
modity like wheat. When the sup­ 
ply is l a r g e in relation to de­ 
mand, prices will be l o w e r and 
vice versa.

T h i s analysis indicates 
that the a m o u n t that will be 
places under support this year will 
l i k e l y exceed the small quan­ 
tities placed under supports during 
the past four years.

Several local people have bought 
specimens of apple tree twigs

As you 
ride around the county 
you 
can 
observe that apple trees are spot­ 
ted with dead branches This con­ 
dition is called “firebhght’’. 
“ Fireblight” is a bacterial dis 
ease affecting the pome fruits — 
apples, pears, and quinces, It re­ 
sults 
in 
a 
blight of 
blossoms, 
twigs, and branches, and in the 
formation of cankers on the large 
limbs and trunks of affected trees. 
Young apple and pear trees are 
frequently 
killed by “fi reblight” . 
Until recently no satisfactory con­ 
trol for “fireblight” has been avail- 
able. 
Apple varieties may 
vary 
greatly in susceptibility to “fire- 
blight” , although no variety is com­ 
pletely immune. Jonathan 
is per­ 
haps the most susceptible of 
the 
widely grown varieties. 
Experiments 
performed 
during 
the past several years have shown 
that “fireblight” can be prevented 
by timely “ in bloom” sprays of the 
antibiotic 
wtreptomyein. 
T h e s e 
sprays should be applied when the 
first blossoms are opening and the 
second application should be made 
at full bloom and the third appli­ 
cation should be made at the petal 
fall stage. 
Some growing seasons are espe­ 
cially favorable for the spread of 
the 
“fireblight” 
bacterium, 
and 
this year seems to he considered a 
favorable year. It is too late 
to 
make a 
streptomycin 
application 
this year. 
These 
dead 
branches 
should be removed from the 
as they appear and they should be 
burned. The pruning cuts 
should 
be made well back of the dead 
branches.

Raising hogs from birth to m ar­ 
ket on concrete and in confinement 
is being practiced on many of our 
farms. By switching to this type 
of operation, many farm ers 
feel 
that they can increase herd size, 
reduce labor and feed more effi­ 
ciently. 
This type operation can 
and 
usually does represent a sizable 
capital outlay for 
construction. 
These costs can vary depending 
on whether present facilities can 
be converted or whether a com 
plete new plan must be made. 
The more expensive layouts can 
cost as much as $20 per initial 
hog or can he reduced to a more 
reasonable $10 per initial hog with 
careful planning. 
If your plans indicate that you 
are going to install a confinement 
swine f e e d i n g operation, you 
should give prim ary consideration 
to your building exposure. A build­ 
ing for fattening hogs should, 
in 


all cases, face the east. 
Your second concern will be to 
determ ine the size of your struc­ 
ture. Some minimum requirem ents 
are: A 75 pound pig should have 
3 square feet of sleeping space, 
5 square feet 
of 
concrete 
lot. 
You ll need (/ne foe* of lmear feed, 
space for 4 pigs or one hole per 
4 pigs in a standard feeder. 
When the pigs reach 75 to 125 
pounds, they will require 4 square 
feet of sleeping space, 6 square

Don’t use the stand-by team of 
soap and w ater on beautiful wood 
floors. The clue to wood floor care 
is to dry clean floors with a polish­ 
ing wax that has a solvent base 
says Lois Deneke. Extension Home 
M anagement Specialist at The Ohio 
State University. 
M anufacturers make 
these in 
both liquid and paste form. The 
liquid polishing waxes do a two- 
in one job. The solvent loosens 
the dirt and acts as a cleaning 
agent. In addition, it softens the 
dry wax already on the floor and 
redistributes it along with the 
wax being applied. 
The 
paste 
form 
contains 
the 
same type waxes but a smaller 
amount of solvent 
With 
present 
day equipment, the liquid polishing 
waxes are easier to use. 
There is more solvent in the liq­ 
uid form, so it should be used for 
cleaning lightly soiled wood floors. 
Read the directions on the label to 
see if instructions say the product 
is intended for use on wood and lin­ 
oleum floors. 
Some 
m anufacturers make 
a 
floor cleaner in addition to their 
paste and 
liquid polishing wax. 
This also has a solvent base which 
has an even greater amount of sol­ 
vent than the liquid polishing wax. 


The cleaner will leave a very thin 
coating of wax, 
because its 
pri- 
mary purpose is to clean. These 
cleaners are good to use on floor* 
that have become heavily soiled.

The liquid polishing waxes usual- 
ly are combustible m ixtures, so 
keep them away from flame or 
I open fire.

Lamb production can be measur­ 
ed by obtaining weaning weights of 
the lambs. The time to take these 
weights may vary, bu tshould cover 
approximately the same length of 
time each 
year. 
Usually 
weights 
are taken at 120 days of age. 
To make production figures of 
lambs and wool easy to use a tabl­ 
ing time, it is desirable to calcul­ 
ate an index which combines both 
wool and lamb into on efigure 
It is reached by weighing lambs 
as near 120 days as possible.

weights are computed at

using growth rate adjustment fig­ 
ures for the breed. There are some 
25 t o30 different sheep breeds.

After looking over the “ black book ' of 
Soviet spy activities in the United States, 
w h i c h 
was 
compiled 
by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Senate investigat­ 
ors who delved into the U-2 incident said 
America's espionage is insignificant. 
This is something virtually everybody 
had known, but the black book spells i', out 
in agonizing detail. It devotes 63 pages to 
activities in the U. S. of Soviet agents over 
three decades. 
Although 
Khrushchev 
threw 
a 
catfit 
over U-2 aerial photographs, Soviet agents 
have dozens of aerial photographs of m a ­ 
jor U. S. cities and vital areas. Some of 
them were obtained legally through com- 
merical channels. But after the State De­ 
partment, in 1955, placed restrictions on 
what data the S o v i e t operatives could 
obtain in the U. S.. the Russians began trv- 
ing to get U. S. citizens to sell them the 
type of aerial photographs they wanted. 
At a secret meeting in Scarsdale. N. Y., 
in 1958. aerial maps of New' York Citv and 


Chicago 
were 
turned 
over 
to 
Soviet 
agents. The reds attempted to buy photo­ 
graphs of large West Coast cities ana their 
areas b e f o r e that particular form of 
espionage was broken up 
Aerial photographs are only one phase 
of Soviet intelligence 
activities 
in 
this 
country. The communists recruited Amer­ 
icans as agents to take sp y roles in indus­ 
try and elsewhere. 
The U-2 operation was puny compared 
to 
Moscow- 
spying. 
Washington 
should 
move promptly to equate its information 
a b o u t Russia with w-hat the reds know 
about the U. S.

FRANKLIN, Ohio (A P)—When­ 
ever oldtimers get, together in 
Franklin and talk sports, there's 
almost sure to be mention of a 
horse named Nightingale 
She was a dark brown mare who I 
fanned the imagination of trotting I 
enthusiasts everywhere in the ear- j 
ly 1890s. 
This horse brought joy and grief

facts leave off and legend begin? 
Nightingale, 
owned

operators, 
Dick Anderson and Charley Hard- , 
ing, reportedly was a heavy win- , 
nor. grossing at least $90,000 in ; 
her heyday—just before the turn of 
the century. 
She was such a consistent wan­ 
ner that even those who were not 
of a wagering nature finally took 
part in imesting with Nightingale 
The 
story 
indicates 
Franklin 
fans proposered under the little 
mare’s streak until early 1894 in 
a race at Lexington, Ky. 
Ironically, Nightingale was de­ 
feated at Lexington by a horse of 
the same name—Hamilton Nightin­ 
gale—of New York. 
But Frankiinit.es suffered heavy 
losses One tale relates that, two 
town ministers had been so confi­ 
dent of Nightingale s success at 
Lexington, they bet church build­ 
ing funds in hopes of achieving 
their goal quicker 
A Franklin bank closed shortly 
after the Lexington race. Whether 
or not it was a result of lending 
money to bet on Nightingale, no 
one seems to know 
Nightingale 
was 
never 
seen 
again in Franklin after losing at 
Lexington 
One account says that she and 
three other hordes from the An­ 
derson and Harding stable were 
attached and held in Lexington for 
I unpaid bills 
No one seems to know Nightin­ 
gale's fate from that porn’ 
Barney Uhlenbrock of Franklin. 
now 83. is one of the last living 
eyewitnesses of ..he horse and he 


speaks of Nightingale in glowing 
terms. 
I led Nightingale once,” he 
said proudly. “ She was a beauty. 
After a workout she would have 
a sheen of sweat that made her 
look jet black 
' A fellow by the name of John 
Pickett was her driver. She was 
considered such a valuable piece of 
property that two men were as­ 
signed full time duty to take care 
of her. 
She had a stable on the west 
side of town It was kept spotless 
and had lace curtains up at the 
windows.” 
Uhlenbrock recalled the mare 
won two $15,000 purses in 1893, in 
Detroit and at Hartford, Conn 
He said, ‘‘She was no pumpkin- 
fair horse 
She only participated 
in the big races and they were 
scattered all over the country, but 
mostly in the East.” 
He said Nightingale was a cele­ 
brity coming home after winning 
one of those big races 
Franklin 
would 
turn 
out 
en 
masse—with a band—to meet the 
train bringing the mare home. 
Uhlenbrock recalls “ the biggest 
local crowd to see her was the one 
for 
an 
exhibition 
mile 
at 
the 
Franklin Fairgrounds.” 
He said he clocked Nightingale 
at 2:12.5, good time for a trotter 
even today.

PUG WASH. N\ S. ( A P ) — An 
A m erican m illionaire and a R us­ 
sian scientist shook hands F rid ay 
and wrote a new chapter rn the 
history of this peaceful salt m in­ 
ing and lobster fishing com m unity 
of 700 inhabitants. 
The occasion was the cerem ony 
presenting the Lenin Peace Prize 
to Cyrus E aton, who was born 
here 77 y ears ago. He now lives 
near C leveland, Ohio. 
T hree thousand people of Scot­ 
tish descent m et for the annual 
gathering of the clans and fish er­ 
m en’s reg a tta, highlighted by the 
peace prize cerem onies on Dom in­ 
ion D ay, C anada's national holi­ 
day. 
Physicist D. V. Skobeltzyn, who 
headed the Russian delegation to 
the G eneva ato m ’s for peace con­ 
ference in 1955, handed Eaton the 
shiny gold m edal and a check for 
$25,000. The m edal was pinned to 
the 
in d u strialist’s jacket. 
Eaton 
said the check will he given to 
"the cause for peace.” 
The presentation took place on 
a platform in front of a sloping 
lawn a few hundred yards from 
E aton’s estate. 
Eaton accepted the aw ard with

L e n i n 
Peace P rize Com m ittee on May 3. 
Skobeltzyn, 
a m em ber of the 
com m ittee, said Eaton had “ fully 
earned the gratitude of m ankind 
for tireless work for peace and 
prosperity of all people.” 
“ By raising your voice against 
the forces of destruction and death 
you are continuing nobly the glor­ 
ious traditions of A m erica’s finest 


leaders of the p ast.” he said. 
A rutunian. said Eaton and So­ 
viet P rem ier Nikita S. K hrushchev 
w ere “ farm boys with two differ­ 
ent destinies but joined together 
with the ideal of peace.” 
“ Tile science of destruction has 
reached such staggering propor­ 
tions th a t w ar m ust be branded 
absolutely absurd by reason of its 
own m onstrosity,” Eaton replied. 
“ I devoutly believe in the possi­ 
bility rf peace with honor to ail,” 
he said. 
At a news conference la te r in 
the day, Eaton said he w as sur­ 
prised th at he was chosen for the 
aw ard.
